LABOR TROUBLES CAUSE 
MAYOR SHANK 10 RESIGN 


Business Men Threatened the 
Chief Executive of Indianap- 
olis With Impeachment.

Indianapolis, Ind., November 23.— 
Samuel Lewis Shank resigned as mayor 
of Indianapolis this afternoon. The res- 
ienation ts the result of labor troubles 
in the city and a threat of impeachment 
proceedings by a committee of busi- 
ness men unless further disorders were 
averted. Harry R. Wallace, city con: 
troller, succeeded to the mayor's chair. 

Shank cffered his resignation after 
he had conferred with a number of 
union labor officials regarding an im- 
pending strike of teamsters who told 
him there was little hope of averting 
the strike. Mavor Shank announced 
Wednesday that he would resign if the 
threatened strike could not be stopped. 

The mayor was waited upon by a 
committee of business men Tuesday 
night and was informed that impeach- 
ment proceedings against him were 
being prepared and weuld be filed to- 
day if the impending teamsters strike 
could not be averted. 

Mayor Shank’s attitude during the re- 
cent street car strie, when he let it 
be known that he did not wish police- 
men to ride on the cars manned by 
strikebreakers, eaused the resignation 
of Superintendent of Police Martin J. 
Hylanji and President E. M. Davis, of 
the board cf. public safety. 

At the first police roll call after Su- 
perintendent Hyland had resigned, 
Mayore Shank made a speech in which 
he said he did not.wish the patrolmen 
to ride on wagons driven by non-union 
teamsters if a strike occurred. This 
statement, it is said, resulted in the be- 
ginning of preparations to file im- 
peachment proceedings against the 
mayor. 

Shank Will Figure. 

probably igs the most novel 
figure that ever occupied the moyor'’s 
office in Indianapolis. His handling 
of the saloon problem early in his ad- 
ministration, attracted much atten- 
tion. Saloon keepers who violated the 
law were taken before the mayor and 
in many instances their licenses were 
suspended for periods varying from 
a few hours to sixty days. One sa- 
loon keeper’s license Was suspended 
until he could show the mayor a Ccer- 
titicate signed by a minister that he 
had attended church. 

Shank also gained nation-wide fame 
in 1911 by his fight on the high cost 
of living. He found that the city mar- 
ket was failing in its original pur- 
poses to bring the producer and con-

It was not until this morning that 
the newspapers of the Mexican capital 
published any intimation that Victoria 
had been captured.

The private message fails to give 
details of Rabago’s death.

TO ENTERMINATE WEEVIL 


Large Audience Hears Lecture 
by.James Henry Rice, Jr., | 
of Audubon Society. | 


Atlantans—all | 
of the local branch of the 
society—gathered last even- 
banquet hall at the Pied- 
mont hotel, where James Henry Rice, 
Jr.. field secret'ary of the Audubon 
society, whose headquarters are in. 
New York city, addressed the audience 
on bird protection. 
Mr. Rice was introduced by Judge '! 
John C. Hart, state tax commissioner, . 
who is himself a lover of birds and} 
one of the state’s most able fighters! 
for bird protection. 
Mr, Ricé said in part: 
“Birds are one of the balance forces | 
nature. Their chief function is to 
control inseets, rodents and noxious 
weeds. In their turn insects act as a: 
salutary check on the excessive growth 
of vegetation, which would take the 
world unless controlled. 
“There is no bad insect. Insects be- 
come harmful when out of their proper 
bounds, 

“There were 
early times and 
such outbreaks. 
that in old times there were always 
sufficient birds to round up the out- 
break and in due course stop it. 

“No more monumental example 
could be chosen than that of the Mexi- 
can boll weevil. so-called. It is a na- 
tive of Guatemala, where in the small 
cotton patches it is kept down § by 
domestic turkeys and being picked 
off. The insect has long been resident 
in Cuba, where it -feeds on a plant 
allied to cotton. 

“When cotton fields were strung 
across Mexico there was such abund- 
ance of food before it that the weevil 
crossed Mexico, even before 1850, 
ravaging the border state of Coahuila. 
Cotton planting was abandoned there 
and none was planted across the Rio 
Grande river. Hence the weevils re- 
ceded, and made another advance only 
when cotton planting was’ renewed 
south of the Rio Grande, and begun on 
the north side. 

“in. 1892. if 
Brownsville and in 
Texas and entered

main body being some twenty-five 
miles from the state line in Alabama. 

‘“t'nder what is known as ‘weevil 
conditions’ government experts claim 
to be able to raise half a crop—no 
more. This teils its own tale. The 
weevil will be even worse in Georgia 
and the Carolinas, than in other 
states, since climatic conditions more 
nearly approximate those to which it 
was accustomed in Guatemala, for the 
range of temperature there is from 52 
degrees to 80 degrees.” 

Mr. Rice then gfave.a convincing 
mass of facts to show that birds are 
able to control the weevil—not to ex- 
terminate it for many years to come; 
but to control it within such bounds as 
to remove the menace from the cotton 
crop of the south.

THE ALABAMA SENATORSHIP 


(From The New 

The language of the seventeenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States, providing for the election of sena- 
tors by direct vote of the people; is not 
obscure, yet the question of the authority 
of the governor of a state to appoint a sena- 
tor to fill out an unexpired term has been 
again raised in the case of Frank P. Glass, 
of Alabama, as it was raised in the case of 
Mr. Clayton, named for the same vacancy. 
The final clause of the amendment declares 
that “this amendment shall not be so con- 
Strued as to affect the election or term of 
a senator chosen before -it becomes valid 
as part of the constitution.” Senator John- 
ston, of Alabama, whose death created the 
vacancy in question, was elected in 190%;; 
his term would have expired in 1915. The 
Alabsma case, therefore, is within the scope 
of the clause above quoted. The amend- 
ment, by its own terms, is not to be so con- 
strued “as to affect the election or term” 
of Senator Johnston. His election, of course 
called in question.

Thereafter vacancies would be filled as pro- 
vided in the second clause: until that time 
the governor would have power to fill va- 
Gancies by appointment, since the amendment 
is not to affect terms beginning before it 
became part of the constitution. 

The strained and unnatural. construction 
which would invalidate the appointmen.. wf 
Mr. Glass to fill out the term of S®naator 
Johnston would impose serious hardships 
upon the state of Alabama, The legisluturb 
ot that state meets four years; and 
the next session will begin in January, fy15. 
If the governor must authority from 
the legislature he will have first to order 
a Special election to fill about twenty vacan- 
cles in that body which have occurred in 
the last two years. Then, too, he will have 
to call a special session of the legislature. 
As it is not at all improbable that the leg- 
islature would authorize the filling of the 
vacancy by a direct vote of the people, the 
governor would have to order a special elee- 
tion for that purpose. All this would cost 
the people of Alabama muore than $100,009. 
The justification for putting the state to 
that expense would rest upon the exceed- 
ingly narrow ground of lawyers’ doubts as 
to the meaning of the amendment, which 
does not seem to afford basis for 
doubt. The best Jawyers of Alabama believe 
that Mr. Glass’ appointment is entirely valid. 
Many lawyers of the senate hold that view. 
The senate committee on elections, we should 
suppose, would construe the amendment in 
the light of reason and common sense, ne- 
cording to its manifest intent. That would 
give Mr. Glass his seat and spare the state 
of Alabama the great trouble and cost of 
proceedings based upon a very doubtful con- 
atruction of the language of the amendment. 
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The World’s Mysteries 


“THE CURSE OF SCOTLAND” 


The reason as to why the nine of diamonds 
is called “The Curse of Scotland” for close t» 
two centuries has caused a considerable 
amount of discussion. The antiquarians seem 
not to be able to determine when or why 
this title was so given, and some have tried 
to trace it as far back as the days of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

One of the stories which is 
many is that the nine of diamonds and ‘the 
nine lozenges in the armorial cast of the 
Earl of Stair, Sir John Dalrymple, bear a 
Striking resemblance and as Dalrymple is 
accused of having been the prime instrument 
in causing the massacre ‘of Glencoe, which 
covered his name with infamy, that is the 
reason the card received the name “The 
Curse of Scotland.” 

Another story is that the Duke of Cum- 
berland, on the field after the battle of Cul-, 
loden, wrote upon the back of the nine of 
diamonds a very cruel and inhuman order 
for the destruction of the persons and prop- 
erty of the place. 

And still another is that this card bore 
a striking resemblance to the cross of Scot- 
land, and through the peculiar pronunciation 
of certain Scots, they called it the “Curse of 
Scotland.” St. Andrew is the patron saint of 
Scotland. He suffered on a cross not of the 
usual form, but like the letter X, which has 
since been commonly called a St. Andrew's 
Cross. 

In a print entitled “Briton’s Association 
Against the Pope's Bull,” issued October 2l, 
1705, is shown the Young Pretender attempt- 
ing to lead across the Tweed a herd of bulls 
laden with curses. On the ground before them 
lies the nine of diamonds. The nine re- 
sembles St. Andrew's cross. 

One writer says that the true explana- 
tion for this card being called the Curse 
of Seotland is to be found in the game of 
Pope Joan, in which the nine of diamonds is 
the “pope.” The well-known anti-papal 
spirit of the Seottish people caused the 
“nope” card to be called the Curse of Scot- 
land. This game was originally called “Pope 
Julio” and is said to be as old as the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. 

The following explanation is given in the 
classical dictionary of the Vulgar Tongue 
printed 1785; an {gnoble authority, it must 
be admitted. Diamonds imply royalty, being 
the ornaments of the imperial crown, and 
every ninth king of Scotland has been ob- 
served for many ages to be a tyrant anda 
curse to that country. 


From the “Gentleman's Magazine” of 1791,
